Hints About Work, 


We assume that the regular labors of the 
field are suspended by cold. weather 5 if 
otherwise, and we occasionally huve win= 
ters when, even in Peonsylvaqia, plowing 
may be done in every month of the year, 
no hint from us will be needed to remind 
farmers that there uresome kinds of properly 
Culléd spring work, which may be done, 
greatly to the relief Of men and teams, in 
March and April. Now and then,however, 
times occur when the ground is bare, and 
the stones are loose, aud thege offer an op 
portunity not to be Jost sight of,so pick up 
siones and Jay 'bemio heaps, or baul them 
off atonce fromthe fields to where they 


Butcptna may be done by contract in | 
Winter cheaper than jn warm weather, ea 
pecially if thecontracts be made in the 
autuma; but builders will give moderate, 
figures for good work,jf one can present 
well made plius and specifications early in 
the new year, and give them time todo the 
floishing after the house is enclosed and the 
roof on, when their other work does not 
Pres upon them, 

Ice.—Those who have ice houses should 
not neglect to fill them whenever sufficient | 
thickness of ice forms to make it possible 
to handle it economically. At the lowest 
latitude where ice-houses are found, and 
where ice is usually gathered, it often bap 
pens that good ice can be obtained only for 
avery few days. Ice one inch thick may 
be very profitably handled, being dragged 
out upon « clean platform, running 1nto the 
water, and from this shoveled into carts, | 
It should be packed by pounding into as 
solid s mass as possible in the ice-house, 
An intermixture of a moderate quantity of 
pure, fresh-fallen’suow is un advantage if 
it be well pounded. When thick ice can 
be obtained, chip off all the porous snow 
ice, and pack only the claarest, filling the 
crevices with fiae ice chipped trom the top 
of each layer, Cit the cakes to fit. 

Housks—Ought to have good cleaning } 
and regular exercise. If there is notbiog 
for them to do, give them «run of aa hour 
or two in a welltenced lot, one ath time 
—ifthere 18 apy danger of their kicking 
each other—every fair day. Don't scrimp 
in bedding ; you will lose nothing, but 
gain, in the less amouotof food a horse will 
eat if kept warm, Close stables maut be well 
Ventilated, Direct the blacksmith to put 
the best aud toughest steel in the caulks, 
so welded on that they will not tear out. 
The caulks should be thick, so that they

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A Paris letter of January 20th says 
execution of Troppmann took place 
Morning onthe Place de la 
presence of a considerable crowd,the great— 
est number of whom had passed the night 
on the gound, 
been erected the noise of the crowd some- 
what ceased, and the general conduct then 
presented nothing to reprehend, At last 
the executioner, Mr, Heindeindrech, a tall, 
powerful man, dressed in black, fifty-eight 
years of ago, with white hair, ascended the 
steps of the machine and examined minu- 
tely évery part, in orderthat all might act 
freely at the supreme moment. 


As soon as his inspection had terminat- 
ed he slowly descended, and entering the 
prison,’signed the usual receipt for the per- 
son of thecriminal. At about the same time 


arrived M. Lombard, peace officer of the 


arrondissement, and M. Blavier, one of the | 
police ‘officers of the central brigades.— | 


They had soon to divide the crowd in order 
to allow the Abbe Crozes, the chaplain, to 
pass and-perform the last duty to the priso- 
At a tew minutes before six, accom- 
panied by the executioner, these two as- 
sistants, the Governor and some warders, 
the priest entered Troppmann’s cell.

When the head of the prison placed his 
band shoulder the prisoner was 
seized with a convulsive: trembling, which 
increased visibly when the fatal words were 
uttered, ‘ Troppmab, your application for 
commutation has been rejected. The hour

He was then left fora short time alone 
with the abbe, aftef which the ceremony of 
the * toilette’—that is to say, cutting off bis 
back hair and removing the collar off his 
shirt—took place, the priest all the time 
reciting prayers aloud. The assistants 
then strapped down Troppman’s hands to 
his sides, and placed snotber leather thong 
on his ankles, which .act prevented too 
long steps, and the terrible cortege set out 
for the scaffold. ©

Troppman by holding him by his arms, the | 
Abbe all the-time following as close as 
possible, with acrucifix, and whispering 
words of consolation. |The executioner

ching right opposite, and instinctively | 
recoiled, From that moment all power of

Slavery in Alaska---Gross Bar- 
barity of the System. 


One of the worst cvils we baye to com- 
pain of in Alaska isa system of slavery 
that for barbarism cannot be surpassed in 
any country under the sun, 
that will require years to abolish, and greut 
patience on the part of the white popula 
tion and the civilized Indians to endure. 
Itis asystem which has been practiced ever 
since the discovery of the Territory, and 
tradition tells us that it was in existence 
for Centuries before. Slaves can be bought 
to-day from any tribe that isin Alaska. 
Parents will sell their children for three or 
four blankets or a few dollars, and have no 
compunction of conscience for the use they 
may be put to in future, 

When one tribe goes to war with another 
all the prisoners taken by either tribe are 
called, treated, and used as slaves. When 
a chief or any of his tamily dies, it is tho 
custom to kill one or more of these slaves, 
f that the chief or his deceased 
may have «servant in the other world to 
wait on him, About s year ago the old 
chief of the Sitka tribe died, anda few 
days before his death, when his relatives 
were satisfied that he could live but a short 
time, they selected asa victim for sacrifice 
a young, healtby, good looking warrior, 
whom the Sitka tribe had taken prisoner 
while at war with one of the tribes down 
near Queen Charlotte's Sound.

2nd and 8rd, when, among other business, 
discussions took place upon'’the following 


subjects :— 
CHEESE MAKING ONCE A DAY. 


Mr, Yates, of Belleville, said he was con 


nected with a factory where the system had 
been adopted, and had been found to work 
well, saving Jabour, and producing cheese 


of a better “quality and firmer texture. 
They used the milk of trom 700 
cows, divided over seven beats, the farthest 
point being about seven miles distant. In 
the evening the milk was put into the vats, 
to some of which ice in pails was applied, 
and in others Sterling Alguire’s Milk Agi- 
tator was employed: 
ing’s milk was in this way kept over till 
Monday, and.bad not been found deterior= 
ated, except for a short time durivg the 
very hot weather, There was a slight 
difference in the cheese of Monday’s make, 
but pot enough to require any selection or 
culling id the sales. Preferred the Agitator 
to the ice, as it kept the cream from rising, 
which, if separated, could not again be 
properly rncorporated 
sidered better if made froma portion of old 
milk, provided it was sweet. Used 800 
gallon vats, setting about 2,000 pounds of 
milk in each.

A paper on this subject was read by Mr. 
Harris. The disease affects only the hind 
tect, is attended with inflammation, sup- 
puration, and sOmetimes results in the loss 
of the hoof, and prevails most in the win- 
ter. The treatment he recommended was 
making a couple of incisions on each side 
ofthe leg above the hoof, and inserting into

The senior pupils ought to 
furnish from amongst them the teachers in 
the Sabbath Schools, He would have the | 
idea implanted in their minds that they 
were to be connected with the Sabbath 
Schools not merely as graduates, to leave | 
atthe expiration of a certain time—not 
merely to go from the Sabbath School to 
the Bible Class—but that their connection 
with the work was to be permanent—that 
they were to go on until they became teach- 
ers.

3. General Powers of Attorney, authorizing 
the recejpt of money due, or which may be- 
come dae after Its dato, by which avy chartered 
Bank or Agent of a charatered Sank Is constl- 
tuted the Attorney, willbe recelved and acted 
upon if printed aud of the special form to be
